Mr. Churchill’s Critics. 


The value to a State of a well-informed 
public opinion is demonstrated admirably 
by the present controversy concerning the 
British Budget. When Mr. Churchill’s 
proposals were made known last week they 
were welcomed as, on the whole, a fair 
and well-balanced scheme ; but most of the 
English newspapers were careful to sus- 
pend judgment on” details. Opinion 
in “England now is almost unanimous in 
its condemnation of one of Mr. Churchill’s 
principal tariff proposals—namely, the 
duty on artificial silk. Not only has the 
Chancellor imposed an import duty on 
real and artificial silk of all kinds. 
but he has levied an Exci duty 
of half-a-crown per pound “on all 
art.ficial silk yarns, straw and waste 
produced in Great Britain. As the 
proposed duty would increase prices imme- 
diately, without any apparent compensa- 
tion, there is a general demand for a 
revision of the tax. The leaders of the 
artificial silk jndustry declare that the 
new tariff wyald ruin their trade. The 
shares of af least one big concern already 
have faljén appreciably, and the hundred

Housing in England.

Many houses have been built 
already, and new schemes and methods 
of construction promise that soon dwellings 
will be built in hundreds instead of in 
tens.

"THE. ONLY WOMAN.” 


In her films of the past few years Norma 
Talmadge has found growing favour with the 
public.

The drama is not doll, of its kind: it 
includes, besides the scenes of. luxury and 
dissipation, a society marriage ceremony and 
an exciting shipwreck.

Her work in the character of Helen 
Brinsley extends. the range of characters she 
has acted well.

| A New Rating System. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s Bill dealing 
with the rating syzjem of the country was 
issued to‘day. It foreshadows very ini- 
portant reforms in the system of rating 
and valuation of property, its main objects 
being the simplification of the adminis- 
trative’ machinery and the removal of 
anomalies. The Bill substitutes boroughs 
and urban and rural districts for parishes 
as rating areas, thus reducing the number 
of rating authorities in the country from 
over 15,000 to under 2,000. The appointment 
of overseers will be discontinued, and their 
fanctions will be transferred to town and 
district councils. It is further proposed 
to do away with jhe system whereby 
in the majority fF rishes, in addition 
to the poor rate. a general district or 
other rate is levied. 


Sham Air Raids. 


Fhe sham air raids of last week, cul- 
minating in the very big display of Satur- 
day night, have achieved the purpose for 
‘which they were arranged. Colonel 
Etherton, the new commander of the 51st 
London Anti-Aircraft Brigade, who was 
the author of the idea, has had a splendid 
week with recruits.

SHIPS LOOK FOR LANDING 
PLACE TO-DAY.

KING'S BAY, SPITZBERGEN, 
a Monday.

Both the flying boats are now assembled, 
and all ready for the start. The wéather 
is satisfactory. The meteorologist’s last 
complete chart shows a high pressure ‘in 
the Polar basin between Spitzbergen and 
the Pole, with surroundinz low pressure. 
This is most favourable, as the prevailing 
conditions in the first section of the flight 
are easterly winds, the second section is 
calm, while westerly winds will be met 
in the third section. 

PLANES PREPARED. 

We can count on clear weather during 
fhe greater part of the journey, even 
though the meterologists may make -reser- 
vations as to encountering light, cloudy 
weather, and the atmospheric conditions 
will only slowly change. 

To-morrow the expedition’s ships leave 
here for the north, to find a suitable land- 
ing place for the start to the Pole,-either 
on the edge of the pack ice, or the ice 
edge in a fjord. 

Meanwhile the ‘planes are being fully 
prepared for the final flight, and will 
follow the ships as soon as these advise 
that a suitable starting place has been 
found. 


FILLING THE TANKS. 
The flight to the starting place will 


constitute the actual trial flight, as the 
ice conditions here are favourable for 
landing. At the starting place agreed 
upon, the last filling of the petrol tanks

The idea occurred to me two years ago in 
Wainwright (Alaska), I had long been con- 
sidering whether it might not be possible to 
construct some indicator of direction in place 
of the ordinary compass, which would avoid 
the difficulties caused by unknown magnetic 
variations. i 

I had a glass plate made which was divided 
into 24 sectors, one for each of the 24 hours. 
In the centre of this plate was a peg, whose 
shadow on the plate indicated the ‘passage of

THE IMAGE OF THE SUN. 

A clockwork mechanism can be coupled to 
the periscope, causing it to revolve at the 
same rate as the sun. The angle between the 
north-south line and the direction of the sun 
is calculated for a time somewhat later than 
the start, and the periscope is placed in this 
angle relatively to the longitudinal plane of 
the flying boat. 

When the time comes the clockwork is con- 
nected ‘up, and the pilot has then to keep the 
image of the sun on the reticle. The na

BLOWN UP BY HIS OWN 
BOMB.

HOW AN ANARCHIST MET HIS 
DEATH. 


Faom Ovr Own CorresPponpent. 
LONDON, Monday. 

How an anarchist was blown up by his own 
bomb, is told in a White Paper issued by the 
Home Office to-day, containing the aunual 
report of inspectors of explosives. 

He made a bomb consisting of a hollow 
Stee] cylinder of about lf-inch bore closed 
at. one end. This he filled with a mixture of 
chlorate of potassium and sulphur. A steel 
piston was made to fit the bore of the 
cylinder closely; his intention apparently 
having been to hang the bomb from a tele- 
graph post and then, by means of a taper, to 
burn through the cord. The explosion, how- 


ever, occurred before he got away and he 
received injuries from which he di 
(her remarkable accidents in the handling 


of explosives are described in the report. In 
a private hi use, in London, a man had a glass 
bottle cont&ining about a gill of petroleum 
which he was pouring along the wainscoting 
of his room to exterminate vermin. 

e was smoking a cigarette at the time. 
The spirit vapour suddenly ignited and his 
shirt sleeve caught fire. 

In his excitement he threw the flaming 
bottle towards the window and struck a young 
woman on the face. The man was rather 
badly burned and the woman slightly injured. 
There was no other fire in the room except 
the hghted cigarette. 

It is often stated, remarks the inspector, 
that a cigarette will not ignite petrol, but this 
accident ws how foolish it is to handle 
spirit while smoking one.

15s, per cwt. more was paid for pork in the 
Northern markets than in the market of 
- Drogheda and other markets in the South, 
and that although Southern pigs were 
supposed to be better than those of the North, 
In the daily papers the prices for Dublin 
were given as 92s. per cwt., while in some 
of the Southern markets it was given as 
62s, per cwt. live weight, which was, roughly, 
85s. dead weight, The matter was of im- 
portance to every farmer. .

U.S. AMBASSADOR’S 
ROBUST: SPEECH. .

Occasions have arisen, and may again arise, 
when it is necessary to discuss the relations 
between Great Britain and America, remarks 
The Times editorially. The Pilgrims’ dinner 
last night was no such occasion, even though 
the new Ambassador was present. ' The 
significance of Mr. Alanson Houghton’s robust 

h at this ceremony was that he dismissed 
the subject as being one that there was no 
need to discuss. 

“There are” he said, “ relations between 
the English-speaking peoples which might be 
safely taken for granted.” 

These iriendly relations are a fact—perhaps 
the most substantial fact in international 
politics to-day. Why indulge in introspec- 
tion? Why attempt. by philosophical or 
historical analysis. to obscure the significance 
of the fundamental truth that, on the main 
questions which concern the immediate future 
of the world, the British and American 
peoples instinctively feel’ and vaguely think 
alike? 

The American Ambassador yesterday 
showed remarkable tact. He went straight 
to the real point in a way that was much 
more convincing than the most eloquent 
assertions of Anglo-American unity could 
ussibly have been at this anxious moment. 
Ve are anxious about Europe, and rather 
weary of speculating about what America 
may or may not do in any given circum- 
stances. Mr. Houghton emphatically. declares 

re is no need for abstruse or laborious 
speculation on the attitude of America. It 
is not, he says, “‘a gigantic game of skill in 
which it behoves America to plav her cards 
very warily, lest suddenly, without their 
knowledge, the American people find them- 
selves subject to heavy penalties. 

That, indeed, is a distorted, remote and 
purely iogical interpretation of a _ vital 
instinct. The feeling of the average man in 
the United States about European affairs is. 
in fact, said Mr. Houghton, closely akin to 
the feeling of the average: man in England. 
“The viewpoiut of the American people is, 
the Ambassador declared, “very much like 
vour own.” This assertion of an identity o! 
national ieeling or instinct is worth emphasis- 
ing. lt may prove to be of much greater 
importance than tho swiftly vanishing factor 
of geographical distances.

THE FRENCH MUNICIPAL 
ELECTIONS. 

The Times in a leading article upon the 
results of Sunday's voting on the fits®ballot 
for the French Municipal elections, which 
were very incompletely khown in Paris last 
evening, observes the political lesson to be 
drawn from Sunday's votes, in so far as they 
teach a political lesson at all, is that France 
prefers. the policy of the cartel des gauches

She may not be enthusiastic for M. Painlevé 
and M. Caillaux, but she thinks that they are 
more likely to. contribute to the peace of 
Europe, and to make a beginning with the 
restoration of her finances, than are M.

Until tre final vote is.then re- 
corded there can be no certainty as to the 
real strength of parties, and, therefore, no 
certainty as to the foreign and domestic 
policy of France. ;

NO ADDED COSTS TO INDUSTRY. 


It is expected that thé text of the new 
Pensions Bill will be published to-day, to- 
gether with a long explanatory memorandum. 
A special provision has been made, says the 
Political sr on of the Daly Mail, 
to ensure that the benefits shall not be avail- 
able to aliens. It is required that a person 
to qualify shall have been in residence in this 
country for at least two years, and that his 
or her last employment should have been 
under a British firm. 

The Government appears definitely to have 
decided that no added cost should fall on in- 
dustry by the inception of the new scheme 
next January. Means are to be found of re- 
ducing the contributions to unemployment 
insnrance to an amount almost corresponding 
with the contributions required under the 
new scheme, even if this means postponing 
the date at which the unemployment insur- 
ance funds becomes solvent.

ALL PARTIES SATISFIED WITH. 


RESULTS. 
PARIS, Monday. 

The salient feature of the*municipal elec- 
tions is that the results seem to satisfy all 
parties. Even the Communists, whose hope 
of capturing seats in the populous outskirts 
oí Paris to throw a Red girdle round the 
capital has been dashed to the ground, con- 
sole themselves with the claim that, despite 
the violent anti-Communist campaign of the 
Fascists, they count one hundred thousand 
supporters in Paris itself, and as many. more 
in the suburbs. The moderates, who, accord- 
ing to some predictions, were to win sweep- 
ing gains as a token of reaction against mis- 

overnment by the Left carte/, find comfort 
in the fact that they retain their majority in 
Paris. Ignoring the cartel gains in certain 
big provincial centres, they point out that 
the country as a whole returned the same 
councillors as in 1919, and that consequently 
ths Leftward tide of the 1924 Legislative 
elections is stemmed. 

Finally, the Left parties point with pride 
to the capture of such important towns as 
Bordeaux, Toulouse, /Poitiers, Orleans and 
Calais. _ Elsewhere they aver that the carted 
fortress stood impregnable against the de- 
termined attack of the revolutionaries from 
the Right and the Communists from the Ex- 
treme ft. 

Amid this mass of special pleading, it is 
permissible to draw the conclusion that the 
elections tend slightly to strengthen the 
Government’s position, inasmuch as the 
Opposition had looked to striking successes 
to spur the Senate on to resistance, and to 
repeat the blow which knocked out M. 
Herriot.

AMERICA’S HELP FOR 
EUROPE. . 


‘The full measure of American helpful- 
ness can be obtained only when the 
American people are assured that the time 
for destructive methods and policies has 
passed, and the time for peaceful up- 
building has come,” declared the American 
Ambassador at the Pilgrims’ dinner in 
London last night. 

The people of Europe alone could make 
the decision. If the answers were pea, 
then America would help to her generous 
utmost; but if the answer continued cen- 
fused and doubtful, then, he feared, the 
helpful precesses must inevitably cease. 
They could undertake to help only those 
who tried to help themselves. 

THE COMMON TONGUE. 

In proposing the health of their guest, 
Mr. Baldwin said that one of the great 
barriers between the two nations under- 
standing each other was the fact that they 
spoke a common trngue. Asides uttered 
by i..dividuals and in the Press were veiled 
as betweén us and foreign countries by 
the decent obscurit of a foreign tongue. 
In translation they lost their “ pep.” That 
decent obscurity, between America and 
England was an impossibility. There were 
many people ready to cable across the 
Atlantic what was said in its naked 
crudity, and who knew exactly how to use 
the barbed word.

In its annual report the Royal Irish 
Automobile Club protests against state- 
ments “which convey to the uninformed 
mind the erroneous idea that all the roads 
are bad, and that Ireland is not a fit 
place to tour in. When due consideration 
is used, touring in Ireland even now is 
both practicable and pleasurable."’ 

The report stated that 164 new members 
have been elected. making a total member- 
ship of 1,285 The generally increased sense 
of confidence and security is evidenced not 
only by the rapidly increasing use of motor 
cars by residents in the Free. State, but by 
the largely increased number of inquiries re- 
ceived at the club from intending visitors from 
Outside. 

The club’s solicitor complains that at pre- 
gent motorists summoned 1or exceedin the 
speed limit are not given an opportunity of 
knowing the location of the police trap, and 
are thus debarred from verifying the measure- 
ment. It is also urged that in this class of 
case the motorist should be stopped by the 
police at the time of the alleged offence. 

The International Car Race, intended to 
be held in the Phoenix Park this summer, had 

be abandoned owing to legal difficulties 
in} connection with closing of the Park. The 
Cdémmittee are prepared again to consider the 
promot ion the event for 1926 if, in the 
meantime, legislation Is passed enabling the

HOW THEY CAN BE OBTAINED. 


The Royal Irish Automobile Club has 
issued a statement, in which it points out that 
the Irish Free State having adhered to the 
International Convention of 1909, the inter- 
national travelling pass system established 
by that Convention became operative as be 
tween the Irish Free State and Great Britain 
on May 1st. The effect of this is, briefly, 
that Irish Free State motorists proceeding 
to Great Britain-must comply with the same 
formalities as are in force as respects France, 
Italy, and the other “ Convention ” 
countries, which are as follows :— 

The motorist intending to take his car to 
Great Britain should apply to one of the 
authorised associations, appointed for the pur- 
pose, for an international travelling pass. 
These associations are the Royal Irish Anto- 
mobile Club, 34 Dawson street, Dublin, and 
the Automobile Association, 23 Suffolk street, 
Dublin It will be necessary to submit the 
ear and the driver, or drivers, who propose 
to drive the car in Great Britain, for ex- 
ainination, and certificates that the car com- 
plies with the conditions laid down in the 
Convention, and that the driver, or drivers, 
are competent to drive, are forwarded to the 
club by the examiner. 

There is a. charge of 7s. for each examina- 
tion. and of 7s. for the travelling pass, which 
the Association will then issue to the ap- 
plicant.. In addition, it will supply an oval 
S.E. plaque, which has to be affixed to the 
back of the car, so as to be visible by day 
and by nightinthe sameway as the existing 
number plates. A small charge will be made 
for this plaque; as also for two small plates 
to be affixed to the dashboard. 

THE NEXT STEP. 

Un arrival in Great Britain the motorist 
should apply to the nearest registration 
authority in that country, as to the address 
of which this club will advise him (the 
registration authorities are the Royal Auto- 
mobile Club, the Automobile Association, and 
the London County Council). This authority 
will deliver to him, free of charge, a free 
driving licence valid for the duration of the 
pass, a registration card (to be carried with 
the pass) and an international circulation 
permit, to be exhibited on the car in the same 
way as the ordinary licence dise, which 
affords free circulation for four months. If a 
lofiger stay is made an ordinary car licence 
must be taken out, dated from the com- 
mencement of the motorist’s stay in Great 
Britain 

A holder for the international circulatign 
permit will be provided, if desired, at an 
appropriate charge 

ANOTHER PROCEDURE. 

The Irish Free State motorist who arrives 
in Great Britain without an international 
travelling pass can, however, take advan- 
tage of an alternative procedure, designed 
more especially for visitors coming from 
countries which are mot parties to the Con- 
vention, and known as the Q.Q. system. On 
arrival he must apply to the nearest reqistra- 


tion authority, which will assign to him a 


special number,. with the index mark Q.Q., 
and supply him with number-plates, for 
which a charge of £1 is made. The regis- 
tration anthority will aleo assist him to ob- 
tain an ordinary driving licence, the charge 
for which is 5s., and will further provide him 
with an international circulation permit, 
which affords free circulation in the same way 
as that issued in connection with the 
internationa) travelling pass. 

It should be noted that in either case anv 
time spent in Great Britain within twelve 
months of the issue of the international 
circulation permit will be counted against the 
period of free circulation—e.g., if a motori:

The formalities for visitors bringing cars 
temporarily into the Irish Free State corre- 
spond generally with those required in the 
case of Great Britain. The registration 
authorities in the Free State for the purpose 
of the reception of motorist visitors are :—

son street, Dublin 

The Automobile Association, 23 Suffolk 
street, Dublin. 

The Dublin Corporation, City Hall, Dublin. 

The following County Councils (being the 
Councils of the counties adjoining the 
Northern frontier) :—Cavan, Leitrim, Loutb, 
Monaghan and Donegal. 

Upon application to any of the above, the 
visitor who arrives in the Free State with 
his car can obtain discharge of the necessary 
formalities in connection with the Interna. 
tional Travelling Pass, or the issue of “77” 
Plates, corresponding with “Q Q” Plates 
issued in Gréat Britain. 

_ NORTHERN IRELAND. 

Special arrangements have been mnde be- 
tween the Irish Free State and Northern Ive- 
land whereby vehicle licences and identifica- 
tion marks (i.e., number plates), which are 
valid in the one are recognised as valid in the 
other, provided that the vehicle is pot kept 
in the other country for a consecutive period 
exceeding four months. If this period is ex- 
ceeded, the vehicle must be registered and 
licensed in the other country in the ordinary 
way. The vehicle licence must, of course, be 
valid in its own country (í.e., it must be in 
date and the appropriate licence for the 
vehicle) during the whole of the time that 
the vehicle is in use in the other country. 

This arrangement applies only to cars regis- 
tered and licensed in the Irish Free State and 
in Northern Ireland respectively. It does not 
—+¢.q-, apply to a visitor bringing a car regis- 
tered and licensed in England from Northern 
Ireland into the Free State. 

It applies, however, to all mechanically- 
propelled vehicles, instead of, as in the case 
of the International Travelling Pass, to 
private touring vehicles only. 

This inter-validity arrangement does not 
apply to driving licences, and the visitor from 
the Irish Free State who wishes to drive in 
Northern Ireland must hold a licence issued 
by an authority in Northern Ireland, and 
vice-versa. 

A driving licence may be obtained from the 
Council of any County or County Borough, 
notwithstanding that the applicant does not 
reside in that area, provided that he satisfies 
the Council that he has no residence in 
Northern Ireland or in Great Britain, being 
a resident in the Irish Free State, he can then 
obtain a driving licence from any British or 
North of Ireland Council, and vice-versa 
(Motor Car Registration and Licensing Order, 
1903, Art. XVI).

CHEAP PASSAGES TO THE 


COLONIES. 


FREE STATE’S POSITION. 

A correspondent who had endeavoured to 
cbhtain an “' assisted passage “” to one of the 
colonies for a young man resident in County 
Clare, states that he has been informed by 
the Hizgh Commissioner of New Zealand that 
“the Empire Settlement Scheme, under which 
such passages are granted, makes no provision 
for assisting persons to proceed from one self- 
governing dominion to another.’’ 

The communication adds that ‘‘ as the Con- 
stitution of the Irish Free State is now that 
of a self-governing dominion, the High Com- 
missioner has no authority to grant reduced 
passages to persons resident in the Free 
State. ' 

In the case of Australia the conditions 
governing assisted passages are on a different, | 
footing. At the present time persons resident 
in the Free State can be considered for 
assisted wassages only if they have friends or 
relatives in Australia who are prepared to 
nominate them, and to guarantee employment 
on ‘arrival, or agree to maintain the immigrant 
for at least twelve months.

Much regret is felt throughout the Armagh 
Diocese at the death of the Very Rev. 
Charles, Canon Quinn, Parish Priest of Lower 
Killeavy, in the S4th year of his age, and 
the 64th year of his ministry. Canon Quinn 
diea. on Sunday night after a long illnéss,

Armagh. Canon Quinn was a native of 
Kildress, County Tyrone.

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON 
FARMERS’ VIEWS. 


The Rev. Father Egan presided at a meet: 
ing held in the wn Hail, Carrick-on« 
Shannon, on Sunday, which appointed a com- 
mittee to collect a census of losses sustained 
by farmers through fluke and other diseases 
of their stock. 

The meeting then —, gona yo ener 
proposal to give a pound for po subscrip- 
tion towards the re-stocking of lands, and 
they contended that the only means was to 
establish loans in order to bring the people 
back to a state of prosperity, as they had 
no money to subscribe. 

Mr. McGrath, Peace Commissioner, said 
that the losses in the district amounted to 
£15,000 or £20,000. i 

It was decided to take the names of all 
farmers, with the number of cattle they 
had last September, and the number that had 
since died. 

The Chairman said that the meeting was 
held to secure the losses sustained by farmers 
in the death of cattle. The Minister of Agri- 
culture, in the Dail, stated that the losses 
were exaggerated, and it was up to them to 
contradict it. 

Mr. Hunt said that the Government were 
to drain the Shannon, and they were not keep- 
ing their word. He had fifteen acres under 
flood. The Government were keeping their 
word in nothing. 

Mr. McGrath said that the Government, in 
their own interests, should get the count 
into prosperity. The people, as things mh á 
were not able to meet their rents, rates and 
other demands. 

Mr. Keogh said that a man with £10 was 
not going to give it to them, They would get 
no £1 for £1. 

The Chairman said that Leitrim was given 
by the Minister of Agriculture as one of the 
counties where there were agricultural credit 
societies. It was the same treatment that 
they would get, no matter what Government 
was in power, unless they kept at them. 

Mr. Carty said that it was useless sending 
resolutions. Thev should do as in other 
centres in Leitrim—send a deputation to the 
Government and put forward what they con- 
sidered the best scheme. The Dail 
had decided to spend five millions 
on the Shannon drainage. It took 
considerable time to remédy grievances, 
The Government had made mistakes, 
but the people should be in some organisation 
to speak for and direct them. 

Mr, McGrath said that he thought that the 
five millions should be spent on the poor 
farmers. The other was too big a scheme to 
embark on. It was the duty of the Govern- 
ment to bring the people to a state of 
prosperity. 

Mr. Carty said the proposed expenditure 
would be well spent, and would give a lot of 
employment to the poor people whom Mr. 
McGrath spoke of and who lived along the 
Shannon’s banks. The Government were now 
in a position to borrow money to relieve the 
farmers and provide other schemes.

£10,000 WILL DISPUTE. 


JUDGE ON FAMILY FEUDS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'SHAUGHNESSY.) 
Mrs. Rose McGeough, of Ballykelly, Chan- 
nonrock, Co. Louth, sought to have the will 
of her brother, John Madden, condemned. 
The defendants, Hugh Lennon, of Ballin- 
loughan, and Patrick Madden, Rosslough, are 
executors. a 
Mr. Denning, K.C.; Mr. Lupton, K.C., and 
Mr. C. Lavery {instructed by Messrs. Phelan 
and Co.) were for plaintiff; and Mr. Wood, 
K.C.. and Mr. Esmonde (instructed by Mr. 
Daniel O'Connell) for defendants. 
John Madden died without issue, and by 
his will, dated August 17th, 1918, left his 
farm of 142 acres to his widow for life, and 
directed it to he sold after her death, £500 
of the proceeds to be applied to charities 
mentioned in the will; £100 to be paid to 
Patrick Madden, his brother, one of the de- 
fendants, and the balance to be paid to his 
brother, Thomas Madden, of San Francisco. 
The will also left to the widow absolutely 
the testator’s stock and chattels, War Loan, 
money in bank, etc. 
The widow died about eight weeks after 
her husband, and her interests in the will 
passed to her brother and sister. The moneys 
in bank amounted to £2,730, and the assets 
were estimated at £10,000. 
It appeared. that the deceased, John 
Madden, was a returned American, having 
been a detective in San Francisco. He pur- 
chased the farm at Kilkerley, Dundalk, in 
1908. Upon his marriage he entered into a 
marriage settlement, by which he left his farm 
to his wife for life. 
Mr. Daniel O'Connell, solicitor, Dundatk, 
gave evidence that the will was executed by 
hun in accordance with instructions  o 
deceased, Witness considered him fully com.

A WAR-TIME PROMISE. 


CASE AGAINST DUBLIN PORT 


AUTHORITY SETTLED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
In the case qf William Gay and others v. 
Dublin Port and Docks -Board, Mr. Walker 
(instructed by Messrs. D. and T, Fitzgerald) 
applied on behalf of the defendants for an 
order making a consent to settlement a rule 
of Court. 
The action had been brought by William 
Gay, of 8 Upper (;loucester atreet, Dublin 
(gatekeeper), and some forty others, employes 
ot the defendant Board, and three widows of 
men who were employés and served in the 
great war—(l) for a declaration that they 
were entitled to half-pay during the period 
of the war, and, in addition, any increases 
which might be granted, and that war service 
might be reckoned as employment with the 
datendant Board; and (2) an account of such 
Lalf-pay and increase. 

It appeared that about the month of Apni, 
1915, the Board published an announcement 
to the effect that the plaintiffs, and in the 
case of the females their husbands, on en- 
listing in the Army, Navy, or Air Force, 
became entitled to half-pay during the period 
of the great war, plus any increase that 
might be granted, and that war service 
should be reckoned as employment with the 
Board, 

The terms of the settlement were that the 
defendants should pay the plaintiffs the sum 
of £1,594 1s. 10d., to be apportioned and dis- 
tributed by the Committee appointed for and 
on behalf of the plaintifis (Bernard O'Kane, 
Christopher Dennis and Alfred Versey) 
between the several plaintiffs, according to 
the several sums expressed to be due by the 
defendants to them, the said sum to be in 
full discharge of all claims by the plaintiffs 
against the defendants, and the »la'ntiffs to 
be entitled to their costs when taxed.

County Road Burdens.—The County Sar- 
veyor reported to the Meath County Council 
yesterday that the volume of motor traffic con- 
tinued to increase without a corresponding 
increase in the funds available for road main- 
tenance.
